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Signs of Betterment 


Government forecasts indicate that more diversified crops will be produced this 
year and at less expense than for many years. It is expected that in the next few 
months there will be realized from farm products at least $12,000,000,000 of new 
wealth to be turned into the channels of trade, stimulating all lines of business. 


Industry and agriculture generally are on a sounder basis and in a position to 
realize on economies effected in their operations. One of the lessons learned during 
the depression is that distribution and marketing are equal in importance to volume 
of production in our highly industrialized civilization. Output controlled in relation 
to a demand properly stimulated by constant and intelligent sales effort is a key to 
the solution of existing conditions. Over-production has brought satiety and clogged 
the flow of trade. 


We are learning a better appreciation of true values, as well as a saner method 
of doing business, of fitting our products in quantity and quality to the demand 


for them. 


Signs appear to be pointing to an end of the depression. There has been a 
noticeable increase in building permits in a number of Southern cities for the month 
of April. The total value of construction and engineering contracts awarded in 
April in the South shows a considerable advance over preceding months and over 
April a year ago. 

The people of this country, to whom the world looks for leadership in industry, 
require a definite outlook. They have not been able to see their way through a de- 
pression that had more conflicting elements than any depression of the past. Stu- 
dents of economics and business agree that the state of the public mind has had a 
great deal to do with the let-down in buying. Buyers hesitate in a declining market. 


But the road ahead is getting a little clearer. The cash returns from crops, par- 
ticularly in states which were in a dire way last year from the drought, will have a 
most wholesome effect. It is probable that instead of the dullness of a summer pe- 
riod, which industry in many lines always faces, there will be more activity this sum- 
mer than there was last. Those familiar with business history call attention to the 
fact that previous depressions have usually had their turn for the better with the re- 


turns from crops.

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The Public Utility in Southern 


Upbuilding 


UBLIC utility power companies have played a 

dominant part in the rapid industrial expansion 
of the Southern States in the past decade. With a 
great network of interconnected systems supplying 
energy to cities, towns and rural communities, these 
companies are making possible a fuller utilization of 
the South’s industrial resources and creating employ- 
ment for its people. As developers of wealth, they 
have ‘taken their place alongside the railroads which 
in opening up the vast interior of the country played 
a great part in enabling the United States to become 
a world power. 


Like the railroads, the public utility power com- 
panies, through their development departments, have 
brought into their territories new industries, new 
capital and payrolls which have immeasurably added 
to the wealth of entire states. This phase of public 
utility activity is too often ignored, as shown in the 
attacks constantly being made on the utilities and in 
the efforts to place burdensome taxes and restrictions 
which would legislate them out of business. We are 
not unmindful that the power industry should pay 
its proportionate share of public expenses and we 
believe the industry has not protested against paying 
a fair tax. We are not unmindful that unbridled 
monopolistic control is detrimental to public welfare. 
Regulation rightfully applied is necessary and the 
public utilities accept this fact. 


Measured in actual dollars and cents returned to 
the people, it is conceivable that public utility power 
concerns could be freed from all taxation and still be 
of more value ‘to the states than the amount collected 
from them in taxes. They have made possible, in the 
service they offer, the establishment of industries 
which have added vast taxable wealth to states and 
communities. Increased service facilities for manu- 
facturing have been of incalculable value in develop- 


ing natural resources and creating employment. A 
power utility’s field of activity is circumscribed, and it 
thrives to the extent that it can enlarge demand for 
service in its territory. In thus creating an expanding 
demand, it at the same time brings in new wealth and 
benefits the entire section through which it operates. 


Recently the MaNnuracturers Recorp had occasion 
to investigate the results of development. activities of 
some Southern public utilities. Six power companies, 
operating in eight Southern states, in the last five 
years have been mainly responsible for the establish- 
ment in their territories of nearly four hundred manu- 
facturing plants representing an investment of about 
$175,000,000 and having annual payrolls aggregating 
more than $50,000,000. Without the development 
work of ‘these companies it is probable that these four 
hundreds plants would not have been established, and 
thus the states and communities where they are lo- 
cated would have been deprived of the taxes from 
them, and the people would not have had ‘this new 
source of employment. 

In view of the efforts being made to place onerous 
taxes upon public utilities, theSe corporations should 
be considered for what they are, not merely “soulless 
corporations,” detrimental to the public interest, but 
contributors to the wealth and well-being of the com- 
munities in which they operate. Is it not time for 
representatives of government to take due cognizance 
of this fact? This development work is of tremendous 
significance in the entire economic situation of the 
states where such plants:have been located. In thus 
bringing in new industries to increase public utility 
business, the utilities have been contributors to the 
upbuilding of the South as a whole, and have been 
the means of giving the states new sources of taxable 
income otherwise not available. 

The South’s manufacturing, through the establish-

ment of the new industries mentioned, has been ex- 
panded and diversified, for the new plants embraced 
textiles, kaolin, frozen foods, ice, brick, coal, iron ore, 
limestone, electrical equipment, furniture and wood- 
working of various kinds, steel products, paper, dairy 
products, building board, cement, automobile bodies 
and other lines. In one state alone in 1930 new plants 
established—and not included in the total for the five 
years as above mentioned—represented more than 20 
industrial classifications, many of which could not 
have been established had not adequate power been 
available. 


Concerning the particular features of the develop- 
ment work of the various power companies operating 
in the South, it should be said that most of them main- 
tain industrial departments which make surveys to 
determine the best locations for particular classes of 
industry, to make market studies and do much re- 
search work in developing new products that might be 
the basis for new industries in their territory. Vir- 
tually every one of these power companies cooperates 
to the fullest extent with communities and commer- 
cial organizations in their respective territories, and 
the service rendered in an advisory capacity to the 
different communities in negotiations with prospects 
is a valuable contribution toward the growth and 
development of the state. Furthermore, Southern 
power companies maintain Northern offices for follow- 
ing up prospective industrial business and are taking 
a far more important part in the industrial and com- 
mercial development of the various sections of the 
South than is generally realized. 


The head of an industrial bureau of one power com- 
pany in the South writes that the most important 
feature of his company’s work is the effort being 
made to create such industries as are most needed to 
balance the industrial situation in the territory 
served. “Through our advertising campaigns and in 
our development work,” he states, “we have made 
special efforts to attract industries to produce raw 
materials for some of our existing plants, and indus- 
tries to consume the finished products of the mills in 
our territory. Both raw materials and markets exist 
locally for a variety of industries, including branches 
of textile manufacturing, furniture and woodworking, 
chemical and processed industries and many others. 
In our attempt to create additional industries in the 
future, we expect to concentrate our efforts on indus- 
tries to take advantage of these special opportunities.” 


Here again is another evidence of the great service 
Southern public utilities are rendering to the South. 
Not only are they bringing in new plants, but they 
are aiding in establishing a well-rounded industrial 


development. 


That public utility companies are one of the great 
forces today in Southern upbuilding, surpassing in 
some respects the constructive work of the railroads 
in the past, is illustrated in the following summary 
of what one of the larger power companies of the 
South is doing in this respect. When this company 
was established, the state in which it operates was a 
field of tremendous industrial and agricultural pos-

sibilities, but it was severely handicapped by lack of 
power in quantity and at reasonable rates. After the 
establishment some years ago of a new industries divi- 
sion, with an alert and competent personnel, the first 
step was to assemble accurate data on conditions in 
the territory. Surveys were made on every possible 
factor—on certain industries, undeveloped resources 
and conditions in various localities. Then followed 
the consistent use of business publications reaching 
the executives of industries, also a number of metro- 
politan daily papers were used to good advantage in 
paving the way for further sales efforts. Advertise- 
ments were published regularly discussing legislation, 
taxation, climate, labor conditions, living and build- 
ing costs, raw material and power supply and other 
conditions in the state. 


As an adjunct to this advertising, attractive direct- 
mail literature was distributed in response to requests 
and to selected lists of prospects. This educational 
work was supplemented by other publicity mediums 
for portraying the state’s resources and industries 
and by exhibiting at national industrial expositions. 
A three-year period was used to good advantage in 
building up sentiment in the state for industrial devel- 
opment, in gathering further data on the state’s re- 
sources and industries, and in establishing contacts 
with civic organizations and bankers to assist in the 
financing of industries, and other like cooperation. 
Gradually a growing sentiment for local and state 
development was created, in which the state’s news- 
papers played the leading role. Civic spirit rose to 
new heights and resulted in important local develop- 
ments in many communities and in great progress in 
matters within the province of the state government, 
such as roads and schools. 


In the period 1925-1930, inclusive, 175 new indus- 
tries were established in scores of communities 
throughout the state. They reported payrolls totaling 
approximately $21,000,000 annually, and represented 
an initial capital investment of over $69,000,000. The 
establishment of these industries may be said to 
have been directly or indirectly influenced by the 
program outlined in the foregoing and by the avail- 
ability of dependable power. 


Translated into general terms of benefit to the state, 
individual communities, and the man in the street, the 
establishment of new industries created new con- 
sumers of the state’s raw materials and semi-finished 
products; thousands of new jobs for skilled and un- 
skilled workers drawn from unprofitable and over- 
crowded agriculture; an increase in population; new 
payrolls; local markets and more consumers for farm 
and manufactured products; an increase in value of 
farm lands; an increase in taxable property; an in- 
crease in bank resources and credit facilities; new 
customers for every trade and profession, and other 
benefits too numerous to be detailed. 


Whenever blatant denunciation of the “power 


. trust” is heard, and whenever oppressive taxation and 


destructive regulation are proposed, it is well that 
the people should learn of and carefully consider what 
the public utility power interests are doing toward 
promoting the material welfare of the entire South. 
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South’s Most Valuable Asset 


[* the past we have often referred to the large 
numbers of Southern-born men who have become 
business and industrial leaders outside of the South. 
We have repeatedly stressed the fact that the greatest 
asset of the South is its young folk and that every 
possible effort should be made to give them oppor- 
tunity for employment at home. It is a double loss 
to the state, after spending in the aggregate millions 
of dollars upon their education, to lose them at a 
time when they are just beginning to be of value as 
citizens and producers of wealth. Those who leave 
in search of employment in other sections cannot be 
severely censured, but we do believe that often 
parents too readily acquiese to the desire of sons or 
daughters after graduation to go any place, so long 
as it is away, to seek their fortune. Pastures always 
seem greenest far away. Opportunity surely is await- 
ing them in their home town or state. 


Through the industrial expansion of the South in 
the past decade, young people today have far greater 
opportunities for advancement than were formerly 
possible. The efforts now being made to place school 
graduates with local concerns should be given the 
wholehearted support of Southern business men, for 
as the South continues to develop it will need its 
young people and the very fact that they remain ac- 
celerates its growth. No section can prosper if its 
young people take up a permanent abode elsewhere. 


Recently a most significant news item appeared 
under the date line of Akron, Ohio. It suggests one 
benefit which has been overlooked, the experience 
gained by some of those who have returned to the 
South. It was to the effect that the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company had compiled statistics show- 
ing the birthplace of its employes. The group studied 
was a list of 130 employes nominated annually by 
the 1700 workers at the Akron plant who act as their 
spokesmen with the company on working conditions. 
This group of 130 picked men came from 19 different 
states. It was significant that 47, or more than one- 
third of the number came from the South. 


The survey further indicated that thousands of 
young men from the South have been employed in the 
rubber industry, and while a large percentage of 
them have remained in Akron—as shown by the fact 
that the average service of the 130 men is nearly 11 
years—a number had returned to their homes after 
a time. 


Further evidence was obtained when the Goodyear 
Company established its huge Southern plant at 
Gadsden. It was found that among applicants for 
work at Gadsden were a large number of men who 
had had one or more years’ experience in the rubber 
industry, thus supplying a nucleus of trained men 
for starting operations in the South. This plant, 
after it had been operating a comparatively short 
time, had made a name for itself in production and 
in the efficiency developed by its employes. There- 
fore, in a measure, the men and women who in the 
past were compelled to seek employment outside of 
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the South for lack of opportunity at home, are re- 
turning to lend their support to the South’s manu- 


facturing expansion. 


Almost without exception industries locating in the 
South can find available a type of trained workers 
around which can be formed a force of efficient em- 
ployes capable of meeting the most exacting require- 
ments of modern manufacturing methods. No longer 
can it be said that the South lacks trained workers. 
The industrial development it has reached and the ex- 
pansion under way is the answer the South gave to 
doubters of its advantage as a manufacturing region. 
Concerns doing a nationwide business have estab- 
lished plants in the South in the last few years. They 
have created employment for thousands of Southern 
people. Local capital and leadership have likewise 
made available employment in many lines. Yet 
there is room for further development, so that the 
greatest asset any country possesses—its young men 
and women may be given the opportunity to work. 


Great industrial and other business organizations 
always go to the colleges of the country for outstand- 
ing graduates. They pick and choose the best. We 
cannot blame those selected for taking advantage of 
the opportunity offered them, but we do urge that 
Southern business concerns take cognizance of a 
growing custom which is likely to adversely affect 
the South’s prospects for future development in the 
next generation. We cannot stress too strongly that 
it is important to recognize the value of the highest 
type of trained personnel in this efficiency age. The 
youth of today will be the leaders of tomorrow. Let 
us try to keep most of the best at home, for they 
will be needed to build upon what the South has 


achieved thus far. 
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Public Indebtedness 


HE debt of the Federal Government has been con- 

tinuously and steadily reduced during the past ten 
years. During the same period state and local govern- 
ment bonded indebtedness climbed to a point where it 
represents 68.5 per cent of the entire cost of govern- 
ment in the United States, says the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board which has just completed its 
annual study of the “Cost of Government in the 
United States.” State and local indebtedness has 
been incurred largely for public works improvements, 
while participation in the World War raised the debt 
of the Federal Government. 


On June 30, 1930, the gross debt of the Federal 
Government amounted to $16,185,000,000, or $9,297,- 
000,000 less than at the close of the fiscal year ended 
in 1919. Retirements during the fiscal year 1930 
totaled $746,000,000, as compared with $673,000,000 in 
1929 and $906,000,000 in the preceding year. The 
average rate of interest borne by the Federal interest- 
bearing debt outstanding June 30, 1930, was 3.897 
per cent, as compared with 3.946 per cent on June 30, 
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1929. On the former date the net Federal debt was 
$15,985,000,000, or $129.76 per capita. 


In referring to other than Federal debt, the report 
states that new bond issues do not give a definite 
indication of changes in 'the net bonded debt, for each 
year the bonds retired amount to a considerable por- 
tion of the new issues. State and local bonded debt 
in 1928 amounted to $12,609,000,000, an increase of 
7.6 per cent over 1927. Recent annual increases have 
averaged approximately $900,000,000. The per capita 
net bonded debt, state and local, amounted to $105.19 
in 1928, or an increase of 6.1 per cent over the 1927 
figure of $99.14. New York in 1928 ranked first 
among the states with a net bonded debt of $259,000,- 
000, and North Carolina second with a total of $162,- 
000,000. These two states accounted for more than a 
fourth of the combined net bonded debt of all the 
states. 
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State Banking Conditions 


TABILITY in state banking conditions in the 
South is indicated in facts presented to the MANv- 
FACTURERS Record by department officials of several 
states. Summarized, these figures reflect a situation 
that is sounder than at the opening of 1930. “The re- 
maining banks in Mississippi are stronger and better 
prepared to fully protect the depositors’ interests and 
make the necessary loans for carrying on the business 
interests of the state,” is a statement by J. S. Love, 
superintendent of banks, that may be applied equally 
to other Southern States. 


There was a decrease in the number of state banks 
in the South, from 5676 at the end of the fiscal year 
1929, to 5319 at the close of the fiscal year 1930. This 
shrinkage of 6 per cent in number is on a percentage 
parity with the shrinkage for the entire country. The 
aggregate state banks resources in the South declined 
6.7 per cent, and for the entire country 9 per cent. 
Paid-in capital for the South decreased 4.8 per cent, 
as against 6.5 per cent for all the 48 states. 


An official report for Arkansas discloses that out 
of 121 state banks closed in 1930, calendar year, 64 
have reopened, and of six closed since January 1 of 
this year four have resumed operation. Further, R. G. 
Dickinson, assistant state bank commissioner, writes: 


“Conditions have apparently resumed a normal state and 
very little trouble is expected during the coming year, unless 
another disaster should come upon us. The compiled bank 
statement, showing condition of state banks as of March 25, 
1931, shows an average cash reserve of nearly 29 per cent, 
whereas the law requires a reserve of 15 per cent. This 
average is better than usual for this time of the year.” 


Of the Arkansas state banks closed in 1930, 38 re- 
opened under the same title and charter and 26 under 
new ‘title and charter; of those closed in 1931, three 
reopened under their original charter and one was 
reorganized under a new charter and name. 


Approximately an equal sufferer with Arkansas 
from drought and depression, Mississippi also reports 
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evidence of encouraging recuperation. Since November, 
1930, 71 state banks, with $25,800,000 in deposits have 
been taken over by the state banking department, and 
since January 1, 1931, 33 have reopened, with deposits 
of $10,525,000. Each bank, to reopen, was compelled 
to meet certain requirements imposed by the state 
banking department, “and in every instance the bank 
reopened was in stronger position than it was at the 
time it closed,” Mr. Love comments. Also, he expects 
that still other banks will reopen in the very near 
future. He adds: 


“In every instance, the capital structure of the bank was 
strengthened and of the 33 banks that reopened, carrying 
capital of practically $1,000,000, this capital was strengthened 
to the extent of $500,000, meaning that losses and undesirable 
assets were required to be taken out and cash and liquid 
securities substituted therefor.” 


Mr. Love appears justified in his belief that “this 
constructive work by the banking department has 
gone a long way toward reestablishing confidence in 
banks, and also has had a great deal to do with the 
improved business condition in Mississippi.” 


As of March 25, last, Mississippi showed 230 state 
banks in operation, with total resources of $130,000,- 
000, deposits of $105,400,000 and cash reserve over 
$27,000,000, more than 26 per cent of the deposits. 
The cash reserve is 9 per cent greater than a year ago. 


In Tennessee, the closing of 20 banks in 1930, one of 
which has reopened, represents a shrinkage of only 5 
per cent in number, as compared with the fiscal year 
1929, and is not out of line with the 6 per cent de- 
crease recorded for the entire country. 


For North Carolina in 1930, John Mitchell, chief 
state bank examiner, reports the closing of 83 state 
banks and the reopening of 32. 
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A Progressive City 


KLAHOMA CITY, that young giant of the South- 

west, makes an interesting bid this week for 
public attention. [Elsewhere in ‘this issue, in a strik- 
ing advertisement the border of which is used as a 
setting for pictures of skyscrapers that would do 
credit to New York, this modern city gives facts and 
figures of growth typical of American progress and 
development. 


It is one of seven American cities of over 100,000 
that doubled in population in the last ten years. 
While forty-third among the cities in population, it 
was seventh in the nation in building permits in the 
first quarter of 1931. Twenty million dollars in actual 
construction is now going on. The city has a profit- 
able market surrounding it and the timeliness of the 
effort now being made to attract manufacturers and 
distributors should bear fruit. 


A study of what Oklahoma City offers and what is 
reflected in its work and its optimism is distinctly 
refreshing. 
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Industrial Plant Location 


INIMUM cost for production and 

distribution of a product is the 
basic factor for consideration in the loca- 
tion of an industrial plant, said Presi- 
dent Herbert C. Ryding of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Company at the 
spring meeting of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers in Birmingham. 
Mr. Ryding spoke from personal ex- 
perience in picking locations for large 
industrial plants. 

An industrial plant, as defined by Mr. 
Ryding, is “a collective unit comprising 
buildings, equipment and power, where 
materials can be changed into other 
forms.” Industry he separated into 
three divisions: Agriculture, mines and 
fisheries; manufacture; transportation. 
Transportation is ubiquitous, he ex- 
plained; mines are located at mineral 
sites; fisheries cleave to the coasts, but 
manufacture “is free to locate at the 
most advantageous site.” 


Of two phases to be considered in the 
selection of an industrial location, the 
strategic problem was first mentioned, 
with the tactical problem second. The 
first is embodied in the question, “What 
is the best section of a country in 
which to locate an industrial plant?’ 
and the other in the query, ‘‘What is the 
best site in the selected section, to locate 
the plant?” Certain requisites, he added, 
are essential to any specific industry, but 
the capacity of a plant is a determining 
factor. 

On the theory that the three groups 
of costs which outweigh all other con- 
siderations are (1) cost of transporta- 
tion, (2) cost of raw material, and (3) 
cost of labor, Mr. Ryding continued: 


“To simplify the discussion, the cost 
of transportation and the cost of ma- 
terials are combined under the heading 
of transportation, the varying cost of 
materials being put in terms of relative 
distances from point of plant location 
rather than being considered in differ- 
ences in actual material cost. This com- 
bination leaves the two major considera- 
tions: (1) Cost of transportation, and 
(2) cost of labor. 

“Other things being equal, the most 
economical location will be that point be- 
tween raw material and market which 
will allow the lowest transportation cost. 
The transportation coefficient of raw ma- 
terials and of finished products is deter- 
mined by the weights and the distances 
to be carried. 

“Then the factor of labor is introduced, 
The favorable centers of labor will at- 
tract the plant from the point of lowest 
transportation cost and, in respect to the 


two factors, the ideal location will be 
that point which will insure the lowest 
combined cost of transportation and la- 
bor. 

“Another group of considerations is 
then introduced, composed of factors 
which eventually arise as a result of the 
grouping of industry within the regions 
of low transportation and labor costs, 
factors such as (a) saving in overhead 
cost, (b) savings due to proximity of 
auxiliary industries, (c) savings due to 
established markets, and (d) those aris- 
ing out of economical disposition of by- 
products and waste materials. 

“Finally, the low-transportation and 
low-labor-cost location (as previously as- 
certained) is modified and adjusted in 
degree as this last group of factors exert 
their influence on the total ultimate cost. 


“Thus everything is reduced to a defi- 
nite value at a specified place and the 
assigned values are so combined as to 
determine the location which will afford 
the cheapest production and distribution 
of the manufactured product.” 


Imponderables 


There are many other considerations, 
which may be classified as “imponder- 
ables,” and which cannot be reduced to 
any mathematical formula, the speaker 
added. 

The volume of business, both existing 
and prospective, will determine the eco- 
nomic capacity of the industrial plant to 
be constructed, Mr. Ryding continued, 
and this will determine the capital out- 
lay involved, the volume of raw material 
and quantity of the product, acreage of 
land required, and class and number of 
employes. When the capacity of the 
plant is settled, construction material 
and operating material must be consid- 
ered, although “construction labor and 
equipment deserve most careful consid- 
eration.” 

On general industrial lines, it was sug- 
gested that power and fuel are found 
everywhere, though many industries are 
drawn to particular types of power. 
Water in large volume is required by 
some industries, climate is a factor to be 
weighed, but banking facilities today 
“are generally good everywhere and need 
be considered only in special instances.” 
Prestige sometimes is involved, such as 
Limoges for chinaware. , a 

In conclusion, Mr. Ryding.*cited the 
following ranking of reasons for all loca- 


tions for thé, United States as a whole: » 


(1) Markets; (2) labor; (3) transpor- 
tation ; (4) raw materials; (5) available 


factory building; (6) personal reasons;,. 


(7) power and fuel; (8) cheap rent; (9) 
near-related industries; (10) living, and 
climatie conditions; (11) financial aid; 
(12) taxes; (13) cheap land; (14) near 
parent company; (15) banking facilities. 

A factual survey of industrial develop- 
ment in the United States and Canada, 
made by the National Electric Light As- 
sociation and the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co., and covering the experience 
of more than 16,000 firms, was described 
by Mr. Ryding as a striking confirmation 
of the principles laid down as determin- 
ing industrial-plant location. 


$1,000,000 Paper Mill Addition 


Fredericksburg, Va.—Three new build- 
ings will be erected by the Sylvania In- 
dustrial Corporation, New York, for a 
$1,000,000 addition to its plant here for 
the manufacture of ‘Sylphrap,” a trans- 
parent cellulose paper. Drawings and 
specifications for the buildings have been 
prepared by The Ballinger Company, 
architects and engineers, Philadelphia 
and New York, and construction bids 
will be opened in their Philadelphia 
office on May 27. 

The present plant, erected last year, 
consists of six manufacturing buildings 
and a’ boiler house, on a tract of 204 
acres in Rappahannock County, fronting 
on Tidewater Trail and extending to the 
Rappahannock River. It has a connec- 
tion with the Richmond, Fredericksburg 
and Potomac Railroad. The new build- 
ings will be one and two stories, with 
brick walls and stone trim, structural 
steel roof of the saw-tooth type with 
plank sheathing and tarred felt and slag 
covering, cork insulation, cement or as- 
phalt floors and rolled steel windows 
with ventilating sections, Plumbing, 
heating, electrical and sprinkler equip- 
ment will be installed.

sive repairs and changes in machinery 
and equipment at the Cape Girardeau 
plant, including the rehabilitation of the 
raw grinding department and the method 
of handling and drying raw materials for 
this department; a complete revamping 
of the clinker grinding department; a 
new improved system for handling and 
cooling clinkers ; kilns and boilers to aug- 
ment or replace the old style kilns and 
boilers now in use; improved power 
generating units, and a complete over- 
hauling of the plant in general. The 
Burrell Engineering & Construction Co., 
Chicago, are designing and construction 
engineers. Work in the boiler and power 
departments is under the supervision of 
Neiler, Rich & Co., engineers of Chicago. 


Four especially designed, self-unload- 
ing bulk cement barges were built by 
Riter-Conley Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., from 
plans by T. R. Tarn, naval architect, 
also of Pittsburgh. Each barge has a 
capacity of 5000 barrels; Fuller-Kinyon 
pumps are provided for discharging ce- 
ment into storage silos. Barges are of 
steel with three longitudinal hoppers, 
each 144 feet long. The dimensions of 
the barges are 175 by 35 by 7 feet. Ce- 
ment bins or hoppers extend above the 
main deck four feet and are covered with 
light plating made weathertight by weld- 
ing. Each hopper is served by a screw 
conveyor into which the cement flows 
by gravity through manually operated 
control gates. At a point amidship the 
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longitudinal conveyors discharge into a 
thwartship conveyor which in turn dis- 
charges into the hopper of a cement 
pump. The action of the pumps in dis- 
charging the cement into silos consists 
of aerating the cement by discharging 
the pulverized cement by means of an 
electrically operated screw which feeds 
the powder into the air mixing lines for 
discharge ashore and the blowing out of 
the lines when the equipment is shut 
down. Air and electric current for the 
operation is received from ashore. 


The towboat William Dickinson was 
recently completed and delivered by 
the Marietta Manufacturing Co., Point 
Pleasant, W. Va. from plans by T. R. 
Tarn. Dimensions are: Length on deck, 
124 feet; beam molded, 26 feet; depth 
molded, seven feet; crown of deck,: six 
inches; mean shaft, service condition, 
five feet. The hull is of the open tunnel 
type, constructed of mild ship steel ma- 
terial, having modified scow bow and 
Square transom stern, and is framed 
transversely with rounded bilges. The 
deck is faired forward and aft and ter- 
minates in rounded corners at transoms.

The underwater portion of the stern is 
arranged to facilitate easy entrance of 
water to the propellers and also for easy 
discharge therefrom. Tunnels are flat 
topped and straight sided, more defi- 
nitely to direct and deliver a solid col- 
umn of water to the propellers. The 
steering and handling system provides 
for operating the starboard rudders or 


rudders. Propellers are four-bladed, 
solid wheels, of semi-steel. Rudders are 
of cast iron, secured to the rudder stocks 
by flanged heads. Two extra rudders 
are provided as spare gear.

Expanding Grain Storage Facilities 


New Elevators and Additions Under Way in Texas, Oklahoma and Missouri 


N increase of from 12,000,000 to 

14,000,000 bushels in the storage 
facilities at fourteen of the country’s 
large grain markets is expected within 
the next few months. At present the 
rated capacity of these facilities is 343,- 
595,000 bushels as compared with 301.- 
859,000 bushel capacity on July 1, 1930. 
Important new construction projects 
have been completed or are under way 
in Minneapolis, Duluth, Milwaukee and 
Omaha, and indications are that 6,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 bushels capacity will 
be added to elevators in the Kansas 
City district before the 1931 grain crop 
moves. New elevators and additions to 
established elevators are being built in 
Texas and Oklahoma. 

A 2,500,000-bushel grain elevator is 
being constructed at Kansas City by the 
Missouri Pacific R. R, Co., at an esti- 
mated cost of $1,800,000, bringing the 
railroad’s grain facilities at Kansas City 
to 6,080,000 bushels. The plant will be 
leased by the Continental Export Co. A 
2.076,000-bushel addition was completed 
some months ago for the Missouri Pacific 
Lines in St. Louis by Edwin Ahlskog, 
Chicago, general contractor. In April 
contract was awarded The John S. Met- 
ealf Co., Chicago, to build a 4,000,000- 
bushel addition to the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Ry. Co. grain elevator in the 
Argentine district of Kansas City. It is 
estimated that since the first of the year 
contracts let for grain storage space in 


the Kansas City district provided for a 
total of more than 6,000,000 bushels. 

As indicative of the program under 
way in various parts of the country for 
increasing grain storage facilities, brief 
facts are presented herewith covering 
announcements of the character reported 
in the MANUFACTURERS REcorD during 
the past four weeks. Included in recent 
announcements are the following: The 
Blackwell Mill & Elevator Co., Black- 
well, Texas, awarded contract to the 
Burrell Engineering & Construction Co., 
Chicago, for a 500,000-bushel elevator. 
The Enid Terminal Elevator Co., Enid, 
Okla., let contract to the Jones-Hettel- 
sater Co., Kansas City, for a 1,000,000- 
bushel addition, At Kansas City, Mo., 
the Wabash Railroad Co. let contract to 
the Burrell Engineering & Construction 
Co., Chicago, for a 1,000,000-bushel ad- 
dition. The Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Ry. Co. awarded contract to 
James Stewart Corp., Chicago, for an 
elevator at Kansas City, Mo. The Rals- 
ton Purina Co., St. Louis, selected Jones- 
Hettelsater Construction Co. to erect a 
grain elevator. Riffe Bros. Co., Tex- 
homa, Okla., let contract to Chalmers & 
Borton, Kansas City, for a 250,000-bushel 
elevator. At Shawnee, Okla., the Shaw- 
nee Milling Company let contract to 
Jones-Hettelsater Construction Co. for 
a 300,000-bushel addition. 

The Galveston Wharf Company, Gal- 
veston, Texas, last week dedicated a 


$3,000,000 six million bushel grain ele- 
vator, said to be the largest port ele- 
vator in America, Jones-Hettelsater 
Construction Co. handled the general 
contract after plans by Horner & Wyatt, 
Kansas City. 


In March the Burrus Panhandle Ele- 
vators, Dallas, awarded a contract to 
J. S. McKnight, Amarillo, Texas, for a 
1,000,000-bushel elevator at Amarillo. 
The Kimbell Milling Co., Fort Worth, in 
April awarded a contract to Jones-Het- 
telsater Construction Co. for a 700,000- 
bushel elevator addition. Last month 
the Missouri-Kansas-Texas R. R. Co. let 
contract to the James Stewart Corpora- 
tion for a 1,054,000-bushel addition to its 
Kansas City elevator. 


The Ponca City (Okla.) Milling Co. 
last month awarded contract to the 
Jones-Hettelsater Construction Co. for a 
328,000-bushel elevator. In February the 
Oklahoma Wheat Pool Elevator Corp. 
awarded a contract for a 1,000,000-bushel 
elevator at Enid, to Jones-Hettelsater 
Construction Co. 


Stocks of grain in storage at the prin- 
cipal markets have increased recently, 
For instance, at Galveston, Houston and 
New Orleans on May 1 stocks amounted 
to 10,034,000 bushels as compared with 
2,481,000 bushels a year ago. Unfilled 
space amounting to about 8,000,000 bush- 
els at Galveston and Houston was about 
the same as on May 1, 1930. But at 
New Orleans the elevators were prac- 
tically filled on May 1, whereas a year 
ago there was unfilled space totalling 
about 4,000,000 bushels. Fort Worth on 
May 1 had less than 3,000,000 bushels of 
unfilled space, whereas on the corre- 
sponding date last year storage for about 
5,500,000 bushels was available. 
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A Look at the Building Industry 


6c FIRESIDE for every family is a 

worthy objective for Americans,” 
said A. P. Greensfelder of St. Louis, 
President of the Associated General 
Contractors of America, in a statement 
stressing the need for good building de- 
sign. Mr. Greensfelder heartily com- 
mended efforts being put forth by lead- 
ing architects and contractors as repre- 
sented by the American Institute of 
Architects and the Associated General 
Contractors of America to rid the build- 
ing industry of evils which have hin- 
dered its progress and thereby to re- 
vivify homebuilding throughout the 
nation. 

“We must coax capital back into the 
construction field,” declared Mr. Greens- 
felder. “Good design, like good construc- 
tion, insures the investment. Perhaps 
the architects and contractors them- 
selves may presently decide to join to- 
gether in financing construction. If we 
think it is good for other organizations, 
it may be equally advantageous for us.” 
_ “It is a long stride from the first log 
hut in America to the modern apartment 
of today, but beauty and comfort are no 
longer considered luxuries.” he _ said. 
“Our residences, whether single or multi- 
family, should be as beautiful and har- 
monious as the architects of America 
ean produce. It is the architect’s func- 
tion to inject beauty into the structure. 


“No one prefers to construct an ugly 
building when a beautiful one can just 
as well be erected. Contractors have 
pride in craftsmanship as architects 
have pride in creation. Both have a 
common purpose—the beautiful and 
practical upbuilding of America. In this 
the opportunities of both are unlimited. 


“We Americans rebuild our large cities 
about every third of a century. Pro- 
ducers are constantly creating new ma- 
terials or new styles of old materials to 
keep us all busy modernizing old homes 
and offices or building new ones. Some 
day American business men will follow 
the guidance of architects and make 
their business homes as comfortable and 
admirable as wives do their residences, 
where men spend only half as much 
waking time.”

ways, Mr, Greensfelder asserted. “Nearly 
every state,” he added, ‘“‘needs additional 
public buildings to adequately house its 
universities and eleemosynary institu- 
tions. Jointly the architects and con- 
tractors of the nation can do much to- 
ward educating our citizens and _ politi- 
cians with respect to public policy. We 
are not advocates of more government in 
business, but of more business in govern- 
ment. We believe the government should 
employ architects to design buildings 
and contractors to construct them. Un- 
interrupted construction throughout the 
year should also be our common goal, 
since we have found that it is ‘custom 
not climate’ which is mainly responsible 
for seasonal idleness in the building 
industry.” 


Changing Working Conditions 
Increase Demands for Struc- 


tures of All Types 


“In cubage or area there is a con- 
stantly increasing demand for construc- 
tion per capita in America,” says Mr. 
Greensfelder. This has been brought 
about largely, he feels, through the 
changing working conditions; for, 
whereas a workman 25 years ago in the 
average city spent “ten or twelve hours 
in an ugly factory, with the saloon as 
his only place of recreation,” today that 
same workman, living in a home com- 
plete with electric lights, gas range, 
modern heating and plumbing facilities, 
drives in his automobile to a modern 
daylight factory, where he works 7 or 8 
hours, taking time off to go out to lunch. 
Thus, with the increasing time for leis- 
ure coupled with the fact that power 
machinery takes drudgery out of many 
tasks, there is also an enormous in- 
creasing demand for recreation facili- 
ties, Mr. Greensfelder points out; for it 


is possible for the average workman to 
spend his evenings in the moving picture 
theatre, the dance hall, the city audito- 
rium, or the local library, and his chil- 
dren may find diversion at an indoor 
skating rink, or a boxing match at the 
arena. Moreover, the family may spend 
a week-end at a cabin along the river, 
or at a hotel in the hills. Besides, condi- 
tions have so changed that housewives 
no longer are forced to work from day- 
light until dark at household tasks. 
More and more they patronize the dairy, 
the delicatessen and the modern laun- 
dry, with their up-to-date plants for big 
seale, low cost production. Canneries 
and cold storage plants are springing up 
all over America, Mr. Greensfelder de- 
clares. With all this he feels that “we 
are more thrifty than ever before, as our 
banking institutions indicate. We know 
rainy days are coming, and more of us 
than ever before provide accordingly.” 


Because of the ever-increasing field of 
structural opportunity, there is a need to 
harmonize the interests of architects and 
contractors, says Mr. Greensfelder, 


“Unrestrained competition in the 
building industry is an evil. However, 
practical remedies are gradually becom- 
ing effective through local credit bureaus 
and through the National Bureau of 
Contract Information,” Mr. Greensfelder 
concluded. “Competition has been called 
the life of trade, but it is the death of 
many traders. Fair and bonafide com- 
petition is fundamental in the construc- 
tion industry. Any restrictive act is a 
breach of faith of our Association, its 
ethics and principles. Competition can 
only serve its legitimate purpose, how- 
ever, when it operates under conditions 
fair alike to owner, designer, and con- 
structor.” 


$500,000 Nashville School

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Mechanization of Eituminous eal Mines 


F ROM 37,862,000 tons in 1929 the pro- 
duction of bituminous coal by “me- 


chanized mining” increased to a total of 
46,824,000 tons in 1930. This is a 
one year of 8,962,000 tons, or 23.7 per 
cent, states the Bureau of Mines. The 
increase is the more remarkable because 
it occurred in a time of acute business 
depression when the national demand for 
hituminous declined 13 per cent and when 


production by hand loading fell off 17 
per cent. A better indicator of the growth 
of mechanization is the proportion mined 
mechanically which increased from 7.1 
per cent in 1929 to 10.5 per cent in 1930. 
Measured by this standard, the degree of 
mechanization in 1930 was nearly half 
again as great as in the preceding year. 


These figures refer only to mechanical 
devices designed to reduce the labor of 
hand shoveling into mine cars, although 
in a larger sense the introduction of any 
machine, such as the cutting machine or 
the haulage locomotive, is a form of 
mechanization. The figures are a pre- 
liminary summary of a study by F. G. 
Tryon and L. Mann which will later be 
published in detail, it is announced. “No 
pains have been spared to insure com- 
pleteness, but the Bureau will appreciate 
advice as to omissions if any are noted. 
The statistics are based on replies to a 
question on the report card sent to all 
operators, inquiring whether loading ma- 
chines were used in 1930. Every operator 
courteously reported the number and 
types of machines and the tonnage 
handled by each type.” To make sure 
that every mine using mechanical load- 
ing was included, manufacturers of 
equipment were asked for lists of the 
mining companies to whom they had sold 
niachines, 

The 46,824,000 tons of bituminous coal 
produced by mechanized mining in 1930 
relates only to operations underground. 
It does not include coal loaded by power 
shovels in strip pits, which amounted to 
approximately 20,000,000 tons in 1930. 
Neither does it include anthracite, 4,-

It is also important to note that the 
figures represent production and not 
capacity. Because of the depression, 
many mines were working short time, 
and a considerable number of the ma- 
chines used in 1930 were installed late 
in the year and so had little effect on 
production for 1930. 

Of the total tonnage handled mechan- 
ically, 42.9 per cent was loaded by mo- 
bile loading machines, 3.5 per cent by 
scraper loaders, 40.7 per cent by pit-car 
loaders, and 12.9 per cent by conveyors, 
including duckbills. 

In comparison with 1929, the total 
mechanized tonnage increased 23.7 per 
cent. All types of machines contributed 
to this increase. The tonnage handled 
by mobile loading machines increased 
22.2 per cent. Scrapers, which had barely 
held their own in the three years pre- 
vious, increased slightly, while duckbills, 
including other types of self-loading con- 
veyors showed a gain of 13.6 per cent. 

Somewhat larger increases were re- 
corded by the devices involving hand 
shoveling. The increase in pit-car load- 
ers during the period when this device 
was invading the Illinois field could 
hardly be maintained, but for the coun- 
try as a whole pit-car loaders showed a 
growth of 27.3 per cent in 1930. The 
tonnage handled by means of hand- 
loaded face conveyors increased 26.5 
per cent.

Because of the business depression, the 
tonnage mined mechanically decreased in 
certain States, but in the majority there 
was a large increase. The fastest’ per- 
centage growth was recorded in Ala- 
bama where a number of new installa- 
tions, especially of pit-car loaders, caused 
a gain of more than 120 per cent over 
the year preceding. Next in point of 
increase came Pennsylvania with a gain 
of 66.2 per cent, followed by Montana 
with 57.5, Illinois with 24.9, Kentucky 
with 21.8, and “all other States” with 
22.9 per cent. The small decreases in 
Wyoming, Utah and the Virginias were 
chiefly due to the decline in total pro- 
duction, for in many districts in these 
States the per cent of the output at- 
tained by mechanized mining was higher 
than ever before. 


Kentucky Produces 41 Per Cent 
of Country’s Fluorspar 


Kentucky in 1930 shipped 39,181 tons 
of fluorspar valued at $763,370, or over 
41 per cent of the country’s tonnage, 
valued at $1,746,643. As a result of the 
slowing up in industries where this min- 
eral is used, the domestic fluorspar pro- 
ducers’ volume was the smallest since 
1921, or 95,849 short tons. There was a 
decrease in fluorspar shipments to each 
of the consuming industries, except the 
cement industry. 

Thirty-five mines or prospects were 
worked in Kentucky during 1930. Ship- 
ments from these operations were a de- 
crease of 45 per cent from the 70,827-ton 
figure for 1929 and were divided by ton- 
nages among consuming industries as 
follows: Steel, 27,3821; hydrofluoric 
acid, 7116; glass, 1843; cement, 954; 
enamel, 923; foundry, 587; miscellane- 
ous, 225, and export, 212.

ONSTRUCTION work is being car- 
C ried forward at a rapid rate on the 
$6,600,000 power and irrigation project 
of the Maverick County Water Control 
and Improvement District No. 1, at 
Eagle Pass, Tex., which will take water 
from the Rio Grande in Kinney County, 
at a point 45 miles northwest of Eagle 
Pass. The project is being handled in 
three units: Unit 1, the main canal 
from the intake to the power plant; Unit 
2, remainder of the main canal system; 
and Unit 3, the district distribution sys- 
tem. Unit 1 is more than 50 per cent 
complete, with completion planned for 
November 1, next, and contracts are soon 
to be closed for units 2 and 3. Pre- 
liminary investigations to determine the 
feasibility of the project were made in 
1926 and contract for the first unit was 
let on March 3, 1930. 


Water will be diverted from the river 
without dam or pumping. The diversion 
is made at the head of a rock outcrop- 
ping in the bed of the stream over which 
the river flows for about 20 miles, the 
stream bed having a fall of 4 to 41%4 feet 
per mile, The first half-mile of the canal 
lies under and along the left bank of the 
river, the canal cross-section being cut 
in solid rock and lined with gunite, pro- 
ducing a smooth surface. At a point 
half a mile from the intake the canal 
leaves the river by means of a tunnel 
composed of three barrels, each 16 feet 
in width and carrying 10 feet in depth 
of water. At the entrance to these tun- 
nels are Broome self-closing gates, each 
weighing 20 tons. Five miles to the 
south the canal and river again parallel 
each other, the canal continuing along 
the river bank for about nine miles 
where the first tract of tributary land, 
containing 16,000 acres, is reached. Ex- 
tending down the river for 90 miles,

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some 60,000 acres will be covered by 
gravity water. About 32 miles below 
the intake the canal again returns to 
the bank of the Rio Grande; at this 
point 87 feet in elevation has been gained 
on the river. Here a 12,000-horsepower 
plant will be located. The district will 
sell the water to the Central Power & 
Light Co., San Antonio, an Insull inter- 
est, the company to develop the power 
and distribute to the Winter Garden Dis- 
trict immediately tributary, the district 
receiving a return of $250,000 per annum. 

Canal structures are of reinforced con- 
crete. In its course to the river, water 
is earried by inverted syphons under the 







natural streams. Syphons consist of 
three circular barrels, each 1014 feet 
inside diameter, and each barrel having 
a carrying capacity of 252,000 gallons 
per minute. The system includes 60,000 
acres of gravity land. and 25,000 acres to 
be served by low lift, 20-foot pumping. 
The crop producing season on the Rio 
Grande extends throughout the year, and 
products include any vegetation that will 
grow in a sub-tropical climate. 

Ulen & Co., Lebanon, Ind., is general 
contractor, and the work has been dis- 
tributed to Trinityfarm Construction Co., 
Dallas, for excavation; Bart Moore, Inc., 
San Antonio, concrete construction; Bar-

N a site of approximately ten acres 
O in the northeast industrial section 
of Birmingham, Ala., the Lamson & Ses- 
sions Bolt Co., Cleveland, Ohio, has built 
one of the country’s most modern bolt 
and nut plants. The main buildings, 
comprising office building, manufacturing 
department, shipping department and 
storage space for raw material and 
finished product, are 260 feet by 240 
feet, and have about 65,000 square 
feet of floor space. Construction is 
of brick, steel and concrete. Floors are 
concrete with laid over-floor or tread 
of six-inch wooden blocks, the grain 
being perpendicular to the floor, designed 
to provide a resilient and comfortable 
standing surface for employes, and also 
to deaden sound. 


All machinery is of the latest type and 
is electrically driven. So far as is pos- 
sible all machinery is automatic. A fully 
equipped laboratory is provided for test- 


ing raw material before using and for 
checking and analyzing the various steps 
up to and including the finished product. 
Where heat is required in such places as 
the forging room, heat treating depart- 
ment, ete., gas is used for fuel. Rest 
rooms and showers are provided for 150 
employes. 

The entire supply of steel, made espe- 
cially for Lamson bolts, is secured in 
the Birmingham district. The plant will 
produce and carry in stock a complete 
line of hot and cold made bolts and nuts 
of all kinds, such as carriage, machine, 
lag, plow, tire, stove, elevator bolts, ete., 
and hot and cold square and hexagon 
nuts, semi-finished nuts, cotters, wire 
rope clips and pipe plugs. The range of 
sizes is said to be complete. 

The Johnson Construction Co., Bir- 
mingham, acted as general contractor 
for all units, and the George S. Rider 
Co., Cleveland, Ohio, were the engineers.

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UCH interest has been aroused in 

distribution census reports cover- 
ing the wholesale trade of cities of 100,- 
000 population or more. These reports 
are part of the Distribution Census 
taken for the first time in 1930 by the 
Bureau of Census, Department of Com- 
merce. 


Beginning April 30 the MANUFACTUR- 
ERS Recorp published preliminary re- 
ports available up to that time on sev- 
eral Southern cities. Additional prelimi- 
nary figures on the wholesale trade of 
other Southern cities have been issued 
since then and are summarized in this 
article. The report on each city listed 
includes, in addition to wholesalers pro- 
per, a large number of establishments in 
the wholesale field, such as manufactur- 
ers’ sales branches and bulk tank sta- 
tions in the petroleum industry operat- 
ing somewhat like wholesalers, also 
brokers and selling agents. 


It is important to bear in mind that 
these reports cover the wholesale busi- 
ness transacted during the year 1929 
and the figures shown are preliminary 
and subject to revision. Attention is 
also invited to the fact that the whole- 
sale trade reported does not include 
sales made by manufacturers direct 
from plant locations, nor does it include 
wholesale sales made by retailers, al- 
though some retail business is included 
in the total volume of wholesale trade 
reported by these establishments. Classi- 
fication of the types of business is based 
on the major function of each concern 
reporting.

ACKWATERS of the Red and At- 
B chafalaya rivers, which during the 
high water season usually inundate a 
large agricultural district in the vicinity 
of Bordelonville, La., will be diverted 
westward to the Gulf of Mexico, as the 
result of completion some months ago of 
a concrete and steel floodgate and of re- 
routing the Bayou des Glaizes. Under 
normal conditions the waters of this 
bayou are allowed to pass under the 
new gate; in time of flood water, the 
gate is to be closed to protect the sur- 
rounding territory. 

Constructed by Doullut & Ewin, Inc., 
civil engineers and general contractors 
of New Orleans, under joint contract 
with the State of Louisiana and the Red 
River, Atchafalaya and Bayou Boeuf 
Levee District, the project involved a 
deep excavation alongside the old bayou 
channel, and the building of the flood- 
gate. This floodgate rests 36 feet below 
the original ground line on timber piling 
and has long steel sheet piling cut-off 
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to Protect

walls, concrete floor and side walls, and 
steel gates. On completion of the struc- 
ture, the waters of the bayou were di- 
verted through it by excavating new 
channels and by construction of an earth 
dam across the old bayou bed to join 
on to the walls of the floodgate. 


During excavation of the 116,000 cubic 
yards of earth, and construction of the 
dam, three Thew Diesel-powered drag- 
lines were engaged. Vulcan and McKier-

The 350 tons 
of steel sheet piling were furnished by 
the Carnegie Steel Co., Pittsburgh; rein- 
forcing steel by the Laclede Steel Co., St. 
Louis; sand, gravel and cement by 
Henry W. Palfrey, Inc., Alexandria, La., 
and structural steel flood gates by the 
Virginia Bridge and Iron Co., Roanoke.

juice in carload lots from Tampa, 
Fla., to distant cities, and delivery to 
homes in retail quantities, opens an ad- 
vanced method of preserving freshness, 
with an economic system of delivery to 
the consumer. With specially designed 
machinery in its Tampa plant, the Na- 
tional Juice Corporation, a division of 
National Dairy Products Corporation, is 
undertaking “to capture the tree-fresh- 
ness of the Florida orange,” preserve it 
in convenient packages and deliver it 
ready for daily use. 

Experiments were made at the re- 
search laboratories of the National Dairy 
Products Corporation, in Baltimore, be- 
fore methods were adopted. In handling 
the fruit for juice extraction, the time 
element is important, and on arrival 
from the groves the oranges are imme- 
diately placed in a pre-cooling room at a 
temperature of 34 to 40 degrees; there 
they remain until ready for peeling and 
crushing. After sorting, the oranges are 
sized and carried to variously-geared 
machines, and the peeled fruit is dis- 
charged into stainless steel boxes and 
passes through troughs to presses made 
of the same acid-resisting metal. The 
oranges are ground and the juice is 
Squeezed through a screen at the bottom 
of the press and into a pipe leading to 
the filter, where the coarse pulp and 
seeds are discharged. The partly clari-

fied juice passes through a _ rotary 
screened filter, after which it is pumped 
to three 30-gallon tanks, preparatory to 
the initial freezing process. 

From these tanks, the juice is dis- 
charged under 29-inch vacuum into a 
battery of six vertical direct-expansion 
ice-cream freezers operated under vac- 
uum, and in three minutes becomes semi- 
frozen. By introduction of nitrogen, it is 
forced into a large hopper, from which 
the contdiners are filled, especially de- 
signed paraffined cartons and cans being 
used. The cartons are capped and ma- 
chine-sealed and passed on to belt con- 
veyors to fhe “hardening” room, where 
a temperature of 10 degrees below zero 
is maintained, and in a few hours the 
juice is frozen solid. Cartons awaiting. 
shipment are removed 10 a storage room, 
at a temperature between 5 and 10 
degrees. 

Milk and ice-cream divisions of the 
National Dairy Products Corporation op- 
erating in conjunction with the National 
Juice Corporation receive this juice in 
the containers as frozen and deliver it in 
the frozen state along their usual routes. 
It is said that the juice may be placed 
in the home refrigerator and kept, like 
milk. D. Collins Gillett of Tampa is 
vice-president and general manager of 
the juice corporation. The investment 
in the new undertaking is said to be 
$1,000,000.

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IRON, STEEL AND METAL MARKET 


A Slight Decrease in Demand 
for Steel 


Pittsburgh, May 18—[Special.]—Steel 
demand in general is showing no im- 
provement and in some respects it 
slipped a little more in the past week. 
Apparently there will not be much fur- 
ther decrease to July, which regularly is 
a low month. This is the period of 
usual seasonal decline and the further 
decline may be at half or less than half 
the pace of the recent decline, the top 
rate of steel ingot production having oc- 
eurred just after the middle of March. 


On the whole, the decrease seems to be 
more than the average seasonal decrease, 
but on the other hand the preceding in- 
crease, after December, was at least 
double the usual or conventional in- 
crease. Steel production is not expected 
to go as low in July as it was in Decem- 
ber, whereas in some years July has 
been decidedly below the preceding 
December. 

Steel demand is being watched as a 
possible index to general industrial and 
business conditions, rather than as a 
measure of prosperity or adversity with- 
in the steel trade itself, for the fact is 
that steel producers think little of these 
small changes, which they regard as 
minor items or details. Their general 
philosophy is that any operation under 
65 or possibly 60 per cent is a bad one, 
and the present producing rate of about 
45 per cent is not much different from a 
40 or a 50 per cent operation, the point 
being that unit costs go up sharply when 
there is a rate under about two-thirds 
of capacity. 

A rough forecast may be made that 
steel production in the current quarter 
may be around 5 per cent under first 
quarter production, which was 15.4 per 
cent over the fourth quarter, by far the 
poorest quarter of last year. This de- 
crease in tonnage, with slightly lower 
realized prices on some shipments, indi- 
eates lower steel company earnings in 
the current quarter. Some large com- 
panies showed lower earnings last quar- 
ter than in the December quarter, de- 
spite the increase in tonnage, but there 
are those who think that perhaps there 
were unusually heavy charges to running 
expenses. No one suspects, except per- 
haps in isolated instances, that there has 
been any disposition to pad the profit 
and loss account. 

Predictions are that this month’s auto- 
mobile production will slightly exceed 
that of April, making the sixth month of 
successive increases, as November was 





the low month and a very low one. Next 
month is expected to show lighter pro- 
duction. May is sometimes the peak 
month, but April more commonly. 
With automobile trade requirements 
in steel fully maintained, but a decrease 
of about 20 per cent in the total steel 
demand, as indicated by the decrease in 
steel production from the peak rate, 
there must be greater than 20 per cent 
decrease in some lines. Estimates are 
that the railroads have had the greatest 
decrease of all important consumers, as 
they must practice more and more rigid 
economy with their greatly decreased 
earnings. There was not much car and 
locomotive building early in the year, 
but now there is practically none, and 
delivery releases on annual rail pur- 


‘chases have decreased markedly. Thus 


the Chicago district rail mills are re- 
ported as operating at 40 per cent last 
week against 45 per cent the preceding 
week. Some of the decrease in steel 
demand is attributed to buyers being 
even more conservative than early in the 
year. 

The attempt of mills to secure a dollar 
a ton more on bars is now undergoing 
the real test. First quarter contracts at 
1.60e Pittsburgh were extended for spe- 
cification to May 1, and now customers 
are expected to specify against second 
quarter contracts, which are at 1.65c. 
Buyers are showing some resistance and 
it is an open question whether mills will 
be able to stand their ground. Sheets 
are a shade easier but there will be an 
attempt to secure higher prices for third 
quarter, the same being true of strips. 

Heavy melting steel scrap is now at 
the lowest price since the early days of 
1915. 


Zinc Price Advances—Demand 


for Metals Somewhat Improved 


New York, May 18—[Special.]—For 
the price of a metal to advance these 
days is news. This is what has happened 
to zine, which has improved $2 per ton 
at least, after having dipped the previ- 
ous week to the lowest level since 1896. 
Shortly after the price started advanc- 
ing, demand improved, particularly from 
those who make galvanized sheets, wire, 
ete. The export price of copper has been 
reduced the equivalent of 4c per pound 
so that Europeans are now buying 
American copper at virtually the lowest 
price in their history. Tin has been 
steady and lead has been unchanged fol- 
lowing a further reduction by $5 per ton, 





making a complete mark down of $15 
per ton this spring. 


Luckily some improvement in indus- 
trial conditions has been noted. Auto- 
mobile production in May promises to be 
considerably larger than the 350,000 
cars and trucks made in the United 
States and Canada during April. Build- 
ing permits in some of the leading cities 
have increased. Fabricated structural 
steel business continues very active 
which also indicates good building con- 
ditions. The Government is making 
progress in awarding contracts for post 
office construction, the steel just having 
been let for such buildings at Boston 
and Camden. Steel warehouses made 
slightly better sales in April than during 
March. Tin plate production is 70 to 75 
per cent of capacity which is consider- 
ably above the average rate for the steel 
industry as a whole. 


Metals sales have been somewhat bet- 
ter. Export sales of copper improved 
considerably on Wednesday when the 
export price was marked down, the total 
for that day having been 2000 tons. 
Lead sales were also more voluminous 
though far from a buying movement. 
Lead consumption this spring is only 50 
per cent normal and purchasing has been 
in the same proportion. The improve- 
ment in zine sales has been noted. Only 
tin remains stagnant and since that is 
not a metal of American origin dullness 


therein is of less concern to the metal 


industry. 

The minor metals have been steady 
except in the case of antimony which 
has dipped to new low levels for the 
past several years, selling now at 614¢ 
per pound, duty paid. The two silvers 
hold steady, ordinary silver keeping 
above 28 cents per ounce and quicksilver 
above $102 per flask of 76 pounds. The 
chief news of the week pertaining to 
silver has been the refusal of the United 
States to take the lead in calling an in- 
ternational conference. Trading in sil- 
ver futures is to start on the National 
Metal Exchange, New York, at the mid- 
dle of next month, being the only ex- 
change in the world to trade in that 
metal. 

Metal statistics for April have shown 
increases in surplus stocks. Zinc stocks 
increased 1700 tons, while stocks of re- 
fined copper gained 14,000 tons, though 
blister stocks fell nearly 5000 tons. In 
both metals, shipments were unusually 
low. In the case of copper, domestic 
shipments were relatively smaller than 
export. The April statistics for copper 
were not regarded as truly representa- 
tive of the situation by reason of the 
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fact that little of the purchasing of late 
1930 and early 1931 specified April ship- 
ment. It is expected that May statistics 
will be more encouraging until there is 
a widespread request for postponement 
of shipments scheduled for this month. 

The agitation for a duty on copper in 
Arizona has become more insistent and 
organized. The Governor of that State 
ealled a meeting on May 11 at which 
many prominent business and industrial 
leaders of the State were present. A 
committee was appointed to study the 
need for a tariff and to try to secure 
cooperation from officials in other copper 
producing states in agitating for a duty. 
Copper operations in Arizona are said to 
be 40 per cent of normal and some mines 
have announced a longer “summer vaca- 
tion” than usual. 


The export price of copper is now 
9.525¢e per pound, cost, insurance, freight 
at European ports. This odd figure is 
due to the fact that copper exporters 
have passed along to foreign consumers 
the benefit of a cut by 50 cents per ton 
in ocean freights, the new rates being 
$4.75 per ton. 


The domestic price of copper was 
quite generally 9 cents per pound, though 
some producers held nominally to 914 
cents. With the reduction in the export 
quotation on Wednesday the lower do- 
mestic price received wider recognition. 

The recent two cuts in lead by a total 
of $5 per ton surprised many in the 
trade but the purpose of the cuts was 
probably to discourage any increase in 
production and also to find a level at 
which consumers would buy. Before 
this recent reduction, lead was the low- 
est since 1921; now the metal is bottom 
since 1915 and in fact but $1 per ton 
above the low point of that year. 


It is expected that lead statistics will 
also reveal an increase in surplus stocks. 
Sixteen lead and zine mines in the tri- 
State district have been closed down 
because of the low price of ore. 


No Material Change in Pig Iron 


Birmingham, Ala. May 18—[Spe- 
cial.]—General tone of the pig iron mar- 
ket is no better, there has been a down- 
ward trend recently and a little tonnage 
has gone to the surplus stock. Produc- 
tion and base price have remained firm, 
$12 to $13, No. 2 foundry being the base 
in the home territory. Melters have 
been buying in small lots and the pur- 
chases have been lagging. Cast iron pres- 
sure pipe shops, the steady melters of 
iron, are on a 50-per cent capacity pro- 
duction. Several foundries employing 
pig iron in their daily operations are 
resuming operations on curtailed sched- 
ules after shut-downs of two to four 
weeks and there is a little better feeling. 


For the past week the amount of iron 
going to surplus has been reduced. Ex- 
pected business by pipe makers, foun- 
dries and other melters of iron give en- 
couragement, though there is doubt of 
any great activity for the next 90 days. 
Thirteen blast furnaces are still pro- 
ducing iron, eight on foundry iron, four 
basie and one special brand. Production 
is to be reduced by banking of fires at 
one or more furnaces. 


In steel circles there is still a 65 per 
cent capacity operation reported, so far 
as the industry as a whole in this dis- 
trict is concerned. Fourteen to sixteen 
open hearth furnaces are producing in- 
gots. Structural steel fabricating shops 
are on a reduced schedule and the mar- 
ket is quiet. Small-tonnage contracts 
are reported from week to week but the 
aggregate is not heavy. Chicago Bridge 
& Iron Company will fabricate the 100.- 
000-gallon water tank and tower for the 
veterans hospital to be built at Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., this year, but less than 100 
tons of steel will be used. Virginia 
Bridge & Iron Company, the Ingalls Iron 
Works Co., the Southern Steel Works 
and others are shipping steadily, and 
contracts on hand are being worked 
down more rapidly than new business 
is coming in. Nashville Bridge Co. will 
ship 1100 tons of bridge material within

the next 60 days and a report of lagging 
trade emanates from that source also. 


There is little business being received 
by plate fabricators, tank requirements 
having eased off some. 

Sheet and plate mills are still active, 
operating at more than 50 per cent 
eapacity. Wire and wire products con- 


tinue slow. Other shapes than those 
mentioned are not gathering much 
momentum.

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AVIATION, AIRPORTS AND AIRWAYS 


Birmingham’s Municipal Airport 


Completed 


The $1,000,000 municipal airport just 
ecmpleted at Birmingham, Ala., will be 
officially dedicated with a three-day cere- 
mony, May 30-31 and June 1. The field, 
covering 315 acres, is only 414 miles 
from downtown Birmingham, a 15-min- 
ute drive on paved thoroughfares from 
the post office. An asphalt runway, 100 
feet wide and 3700 feet long, extends 
north and south at a slight angle. The 
longest way of the field offers 114 miles 
of runway. Concrete taxi strips and 
aprons to the hangar and administration 
building are provided to eliminate dust, 
The remainder of the field will be sodded. 
Equipment includes meteorological radio 
station, teletype and range beacons and 
complete lighting for night flying; the 
port is being made eligible for the A-1-A 
rating of the Department of Commerce, 
Birmingham will be on the Southern 
Transcontinental Airway and the initial 
landing of that company’s planes will be 
made on the first day of the dedication. 


The terminal building of Southern Co- 
lonial architecture provides waiting 
rooms, ticket office, manager’s office, pri- 
vate operators’ offices, dining room, 
lounges for pilots, pilots’ dormitories and 
private rooms, baggage and check room, 
ladies’ parlor, concession shops, coffee 
shop, post office, hospital and first aid 
room, Over the two wings of the build- 
ing are tiled roof terraces to be used by 


the public for observation. The cupola 
serves as a central observation tower in 
which are located controls for the field 
lighting equipment. It is possible also, 
to control all field lights from a point in 
the hangar and from the manager’s of- 
fice. The hangar, 120 by 150 feet, of 
brick and steel, provides ample facilities 
for servicing, and houses 25 to 30 average 
sized planes. Lean-tos house the repair 
shop, boiler room, locker rooms, field 
garage, oil and pump room and Offices. 
Four second-floor rooms will be used as 
offices and for dormitories. 

Construction materials used in the air- 
port include the following: Two miles of 
pipe sewers; 850,000 common brick in 
sewers, 2200 barrels of cement, 500 
yards of sand, 10,000 yards of slag, 
5000 pounds of reinforcing steel, 135,- 
000 brick, 60,000 board feet of lum- 
ber, 25,000 square feet of hollow tile, 150 
cubie yards of brick mortar, 26 tons of 
steel, 175 tons of structural steel, and 
miscellaneous items, such as doors and 
sash. Also 350,000 cubic yards were ex- 
cavated and graded, and 15,000 cubic 
yards of rock were removed.

Washington, D. C.—The first of a fleet 
of three 18-passenger Curtiss Condors 
has been delivered by the Curtiss Aero- 
plane & Motor Co., Inc., Buffalo, N. Y., 
to the Eastern Air Transport, Inc., 
Brooklyn, N. Y., according to H. A. Elli- 
ott, vice-president and general manager 
of the latter.

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Landahl Back Stop 


The Fairfield Engineering Company, 
Marion, Ohio, recently introduced the 
Landahl life-time back stop, designed to 
prevent shaft reversal. The construction 
of this device is described as “serving 
not only as an unusually efficient back 
stop but also as a bearing.” Its internal 
construction consists of two locking 
pawls mounted on pins held by two 
floating rings and pawl. These parts 
rotate as a unit by engagement of the 
pawl with the pawl collar which is so 
shaped that the pawl does not engage 
the ratchet as long as the shaft is travel- 
ing in the correct direction. Wear is 
reduced to a minimum, as all parts are 
rigidly constructed, the pawls engaging 
and disengaging without rubbing the

One-Yard Excavator 


A new full revolving l-yard excava- 
tor, known as P&H model “500,” has 
been announced by the Harnischfeger 
Corporation, Milwaukee, Wis.

Nashville,- Chattanooga & St. Louis Report 

Total railway operating revenues of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway 
for the year ended December 31, 19830, 
amounted to $19,317,453, as compared with 
$23,203,724 for 1929, according to the com- 
pany’s eightieth report.

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$5,750,000 HEATING PLANT 


Engineers Engaged for Big Washington 
Project 


Washington, D. C.—The United Engi- 
neers & Constructors, Ine., Dwight P. 
Robinson, president, Philadelphia, Pa., 
have been engaged by the office of the 
Acting Supervising Architect, Treasury 
Department, to prepare engineering 
plans for the new central heating plant 
and steam and electrical distribution 
systems to be built here at a cost of 
approximately $5,750,000. The plant will 
supply heat to 26 government buildings, 
including the Smithsonian Institute, Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Veterans Bureau, 
old National Museum, new National Mu- 
seum, Washington Monument, Commerce, 
Internal Revenue, Treasury, Labor De- 
partment and Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, with connecting buildings, Post 
Office Department, Internal Revenue 
Building, Department of Justice, <Ar- 
chives, Coast Guard and independent es- 
tablishments, buildings to replace pres- 
ent municipal buildings, Treasury Annex 
No. 1, Freer Art Museum, Army Medical 
Museum, Agricultural Extensible Build- 
ing, Agricultural Eeonomics Building, 
Auditors, Liberty Loan, Federal Ware- 
house, proposed Army and Navy Build- 
ing and Municipal Center. It will be 
one of the largest of its kind in the 
United States and will be built at this 
time, it is said, because of additional 
heating requirements of new government 
buildings recently completed, now under 
construction or contemplated in the area 
bounded by Pennsylvania avenue, Mary- 
land avenue and Fifteenth street. 


Buildings to be supplied by the new 
plant are estimated to require 1,500,- 
000,000 pounds of steam per average 
year, of which this plant will provide 
for 75 per cent of that capacity and will 
be designed for future extensions. Steam 
will be distributed to the buildings 
through an underground system of pipes 
varying in diameter from 3 inches to 18 
inches, with an aggregate length of ap- 
proximately 5 miles. An electrical sub- 
station will be built in connection with 
the heating plant, to distribute electric 
power, which will be purchased from the 
Potomac Edison Company. Buildings to 
be supplied with steam and electric light 
and power in the initial installation will 
consume approximately 34,000,000 kilo- 
watt-hours of electric current in an aver- 
age year, it is estimated, with a maxi- 
mum demand on the electrical distribu- 
tion system of 18,000 kilowatts. Future 
extensions will increase these demands 
by about 35 per cent. The design of the 
plant will embody modern features in 
the combustion of fuels and production 
of steam, with an electrical design to 
provide maximum service at a minimum 


of cost. Special attention will be given 
architectural features of the plant which 
will be approved by the Fine Arts Com- 
mission of Washington. 


Cotton Week to Be 
Widely Recognized 


Several million dollars will be spent 
by wholesale and retail distributors in 
advertising cotton goods during the Na- 
tional Cotton Week, June 1 to 6, accord- 
ing to George A. Sloan, president of the 
Cotton Textile Institute. The merchan- 
dising possibilities are pronounced by 
Mr. Sloan as of the utmost importance. 


Endorsement of the project has been 
expressed by the directors of the Cotton 
Manufacturers Association of Georgia, 
the National Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers has approved it and 
many corporations and individual busi- 
ness men have joined in the movement. 
Plans are reported for elaborate cotton 
textile exhibits, window displays, fash- 
ion shows and other features, and the 
style, beauty and utility of cotton prod- 
ucts are to be conspicuously set forth. 


Throughout the South many “wear 
cotton” celebrations are being held. 


Following his suggestion about the sig- 
nificance of the merchandising possibil- 
ities of cotton, Mr. Sloan emphasized 
that the time is particularly appropriate 
for the cotton mills in cooperation with 
their distributors to make this concerted 
and aggressive move to stimulate buying. 
Continuing he said: “Everyone identi- 
fied with cotton manufacturing knows 
what has been done during the past few 
years to correct some of the industry’s 
fundamental difficulties. Moreover, the 
discontinuance of night employment of 
women and minors, the better balancing 
of production and demand, and the suc- 
cess accomplished by the industry in im- 
proved styling and designing have met 
with widespread public approval. 


“There are clear indications that the 
industry has put itself in a position to 
be among the first to feel the effects of 
general business recovery. It has been 
suggested that, instead of waiting until 
there are external signs of recovery, this 
industry might contribute impressively 
by way of generating a widespread up- 
turn in business. This was one of the 
principal reasons that led to the pro- 
posal of National Cotton Week as a 
timely and perfectly sound effort to stim- 
ulate retail trade and ‘business gen- 
erally.” 

Aggressive merchandising is described 
by Mr. Sloan as the keynote of the move- 
ment.

Peanut Growers Organize 


Definite steps by farmers to establish, 
with the assistance of the Federal Farm 
Board, a national marketing organiza- 
tion for the principal peanut growing 
regions of the Southeastern States are 
reported by the Farm Board. Regional 
meetings have been held by peanut grow- 
ers of Alabama, Florida, Georgia and 
North Carolina, and a meeting will be 
held in Virginia, June 2. In the last five 
years, these states have produced more 
than 80 per cent of the peanuts grown in 
the United States. 

Plans for the Alabama-Florida re- 
gional were adopted at a meeting at 
Dothan, Ala., in April, and the growers 
made application for a charter for the 
Alabama-Florida Peanut Growers Coop- 
erative Association. In meetings at Al- 
bany, Ga., and Windsor, N. C., commit- 
tees were instructed to organize at once 
the growers of these states into re- 
gionals. It is planned to make the 
county the local unit and use the fed- 
erated plan of organization in North 
Carolina and possibly in Georgia, while 
the central plan will be used in Alabama 
and Florida.
